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|pwHE Council have now the pleasure of submitting to the 
members their twenty-first Annual Report on the progress of 
the Institute, and its financial ancl general condition. 

Members.— The number of members on the roll of the Institute 
at the present time is 232. Eight new members have been elected 
during the year, a number considerably under the average. On the 
other hand, thirty names have been removed from the roll; five 
from death, sixteen from resignation, and nine in consequence of 
non-payment of subscription for two consecutive years. Among the 
deaths the Council are sorry to have to include the name of the Hon. 
James Williamson, whose liberal donation of £500 towards the 
erection of the present Museum Buildings will long be remembered. 

Finance.— The following synopsis of the balance sheets 
appended to the report will be useful in conveying a proper idea of 
the financial position of the Institute. The total revenue of the 
general account has been £970 10s., as against £962 5s. Id. 
received in 1887. The members’ subscriptions have yielded £171 3s. 
The receipts from the invested funds of the Costley bequest have 
been £591 Os. 6d. As it was found expedient to slightly reduce the 
rate of interest on the investments, this sum is somewhat under the 
amount for 1887. From the Museum Endowment £157 9s. 9d. have 
been received, being partly composed of rents that had been 
accumulating in the hands of the Government for some time, and 
which were paid over just before the last annual meeting, and partly 
of interest on the investments of the endowment. The expenditure 
has been kept as low as possible, and has amounted to £888 18s. 6d., 
leaving balance of £81 11s. 6d. in the Rank of New Zealand. With 
respect to the landed endowment of the Museum there is little to 
report. Only one sale has been effected during the year, and the 
purchase money is still in the hands of the Government. At the 
present time it is so difficult to dispose of country lands to advantage 
that the capital amount of the endowment is not likely to be quickly 
realized.

Most of these papers have been forwarded to Wellington, with 
the view of a selection being made for the next volume of 
Transactions. In connection with this subject, it may be mentioned 
that the Council have suggested to the Manager of the Institute 
that it would be well to afford authors an opportunity of correcting 
the proofs of their papers before the final printing, and it was 
promised that the matter should be considered by the Board of 
Governors. Up to the present time, however, no official communi¬ 
cation in reference thereto has been received 

Museum.— The Museum has been kept open to the public during 
the whole of the twelve months, with the exception of a fortnight 
devoted to the usual annual cleaning and re-arrangement of speci¬ 
mens. No exact statistics as to the number of visitors on the week¬ 
days can be given ; but from occasional countings it is believed that 
the daily average lias been about 70, which would give a total of 21,910. 
On Sunday afternoons the visitors have been regularly counted, the 
total for the year being 7,280, or an average of 140 for each Sunday. 
The total attendance for the whole year may thus be estimated at 
29,190, being a decrease of 3,177 on the estimated number for the 
previous year. 

Many valuable additions have been made to the collections during 
the year. The most interesting is a set of Bornean Mammals 
purchased from Mr. C. F. Adams, formerly employed as taxidermist 
to the Museum. Among other things, it includes an unusually large 
specimen of an adult male orang-utan, and some of the other 
monkeys peculiar to the Malay Archipelago. It is hoped that 
arrangements may soon be made for having this collection mounted 
and placed on exhibition, for it would add much to the attractiveness 
of the Museum as a place of public resort. A valuable exchange has 
also been received from the Florence Museum, consisting of skins of 
birds and mammals, and alcoholic specimens of reptiles and deep sea 
fishes. The Council would also direct attention to a large and 
interesting collection of ethnological specimens from the Admiralty 
Islands, New Britain, and New Ireland, purchased from Mr. G. F. 
Stuart, late American Vice-Consul for Northern Melanesia. 
Numerous donations and minor additions have been received, for 
particulars of which reference should be made to the appended lists. 

The following are the principal changes made in the Museum 
during the year. The whole of the ethnological specimens have been 
re-arranged and re-labelled, and the collection purchased from Mr. 
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Stuart placed on exhibition. A set of New Zealand minerals, ores, 
and rock specimens has been selected, and arranged in the table- 
cases in the north gallery. Although at present incomplete, it is 
frequently referred to by miners and others interested in the 
development of our mineral resources, and should be added to as 
quickly as possible. The foreign and New Zealand shells have been 
placed in new cases erected in the main hall, where they receive a 
better light than in their old position. A collection of New Zealand 
Coleoptera, purchased from Captain Broun, has been arranged by 
him for exhibition with explanatory labels drawing attention to the 
habits, etc., of the different families. 

The Council much regret that they have been unable to do 
anything towards the enlargement of the Museum, now very 
urgently required. But, as pointed out in the report for last year, 
it would be unsafe to expend any considerable proportion of the 
Costley bequest for building purposes until a sufficient amount of 
the capital of the Museum endowment has been realized and 
invested, and the proper maintenance of the Museum thus secured. 

Library —Early in the year the Council determined to apply a 
sum of £130 to the purchase of books, and an order for that amount 
was forwarded to Mr. Quaritch, of London. With the exception of a 
few scarce publications which could not be obtained at the time, the 
order has been completed, and the books are now on the shelves of 
the Library. A full list will be found in another part of the Report, 
from which it will be seen that care has been taken to make as 
comprehensive and varied a selection as the funds at the disposal of 
the Council would allow. The usual exchanges and presentations 
from Scientific Societies have been received, together with some 
donations from private individuals. The Council are specially 
indebted to Mr. Campbell, U.S. Consul, for making arrangements 
with his Government for supplying certain well-known serial 
publications as they are issued. 

Thanks —In concluding the Report, the Council have to convey 
the thanks of the Institute to the numerous donors to the Museum 
and Library whose names are given in the appended list; also to 
Messrs. W. K. Graham and Co., and Mr. Hugh Craig, for their 
services as agents of the Institute in London and San Francisco 
respectively.
